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FOREWORD 


The Editors began in December, 1918, to assemble 
names of college graduates for a card list which they hoped 
would serve as a sort of clearing house of information 
for schools, professional and business men, and others who 
might find occasion to use it. As the work progressed the 
plan developed, and the present production is the result. 
The sole idea which prompted it was that of service, and 
“service” has constantly been the guiding motive. 


Scope and Organization of This Work 


The Educational Blue Book and Directory undertakes 
to present the main facts of the educational movement in 
the Church of the Brethren from its origin to the present 
time, and to preserve for future use as much data as pos- 
sible connected with the educational work of the Brethren. 
A brief history of education in the Church of the Brethren 
was prepared for this volume by Dr. John S. Flory, of 
Bridgewater College, Bridgewater, Virginia. Jo accom- 
pany it, the Editors assembled numerous photographs of 
buildings, views, and persons. In order to relate his- 
tory by picture as well as by the printed word, the illus- 
trations are accompanied by dates except when made from 
recent photographs. 


Intimate biographical data are here to be found regard- 
ing the many communicants’ of the Church, who are, 


4J%t should be specifically noted, however, that biographies are not included 
of those who were at one time members of the Church but who have ceased 
fellowship, or of deceased persons, formerly members, who died outside the com- 
munion. There is one possible exception, Oliver W. Miller, our first college 
graduate (1859), who seems to have separated from the Church some time be- 
fore his death. 
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or have been, engaged in educational pursuits. These 
biographies fall into two divisions: (1) Graduates of college 
coursés sufficiently standardized to require.a four-year 
high- school course as a prerequisite, and (2) persons who 
are not graduates of such courses, but who have rendered 
service in educational lines and therefore deserve to- be 
represented in such a directory. Each of these divisions 
again naturally separates into two sections: persons now 
living, and those deceased. The biographies are therefore 
arranged in four sections, according to this classification. 

Accompanying the Biographical sections is a glossary 
explaining the abbreviations and terms used, and an Index 
by vocations, an Index by avocations, and an Index of Re- 
cipients of scholastic degrees, classified according to de- 
gree, and each set arranged chronologically. Photographs 
of many of the deceased persons (Sections II and IV) alse 
accompany their biographies. 


Special attention is called to the Complete Index of 
Names. This index contains the names of all - persons 
whose biographies are contained in the book or who were 
suggested but are not included, indicating all pages on 
which their names appear or pictures of them are shown. 
Whenever it is desired to ascertain information on a cer- 
tain individual, reference should first be made to the Com- 
plete Index of Names. 


For the sake of ready reference, elders, ministers, or 
deacons in the Church of the Brethren are suitably in- 
dicated in the Complete Index of Names. 


Some Values 


The aim has been to make this book rich in facts, a 
source book for many and varied uses. The editors have 
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labored unceasingly to eliminate guesses and inaccuracies, 
and to approach completeness and comprehensiveness. 
Many missing facts in information furnished have been as- 
certained by further research, many questionable state- 
ments have been verified or corrected. As a result, some 
people ‘who thought their relatives or friends were college 
graduates will be disappointed, and some who lamented 
their inability to supply certain facts will ‘find the infor- 
mation here recorded. 


It is beneficial, at times, to take an inventory, to de- 
termine our assets and liabilities, to classify our thought, 
to see where we are’headed and what relative importance 
we are assigning to the issues of life. Education, in our 
conception, has come to be organically bound up with Chris- 
tianity. It was ever so, but we did not perceive it. The 
Church of the Brethren has pressed on for years, inven- 
torying its financial, its numerical, its spiritual strength 
occasionally, but never inventorying its great, and rapidly 
erowing, educational strength. This publication is the re- 
sult of an initial attempt to inventory this important factor 
in our Church life. 


In the past many of our educational people have found 
it necessary, in their vocational pursuits, to be more or 
less isolated from the Church. Some of these people have 
averred that the present volume would help to bind them 
closer to the Church, and the Church to them (for there is 
a'mutual obligation). | 


This volume covers the period of our Church history, 
more than two hundred years, and therefore has a cumu- 
lative value that is significant in several respects. It shows 
in multitudinous details the inception and development of 
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the movement for education in the Church of the Breth- 
ren, a movement which we hail as a salutary one. 


To those interested in education, it will be useful to 
know who was the first recipient of an A. B, M. MD, or 
other professional or non-professional degree, what year 
it was, from what institution; how many there were in 
the next ten years or any specified period of time; how 
many there are at the present time; and many other studies 
which can be made from the data provided in this book. 


Such studies are not only interesting, but are also valu- 
able as they serve to suggest principles and to guide us in 
our further undertakings. In the present collaboration may 
be found the number of graduates and other school people 
who are ministers; the number who are elders; the number 
of those who are giving their full time to pastoral or other 
church work; and the range of occupations represented by 
our school people and those who have -enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of an education. | 


Many of the things of most permanent value to us and 
to humanity are done outside of one’s vocation. From the 
record of the avocations, side interests, and non-profes- 
sional accomplishments of our school people may be ab- 
stracted many things of interest and note. There may be 
compiled a list of the books written by these people, with 
the date of publication of each—movements of thought 
among them may thus be roughly traced; and the range 
of intellectual pursuits will be indicated by a classification 
of these books according to subject-matter. One of the 
editors recently had an inquiry from a man who wished to 
consult a patent attorney. In our communion and pre- 
sented in these pages we have people fitted to render such 
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service, one of them in the United States Patent Office at 
Washington. If someone with the vision, through intro- 
duction in this volume to some of our artists, should in- 
duce them to paint their interpretation of “the first love 
feast of the Brethren in America,” described so charmingly 
in G. N. Falkenstein’s “History of the German Baptist 
Brethren Church,” or to prepare themselves to paint por- 
traits of the Macks, the Sowers, Peter Becker, and others 
of our Church fathers, how inestimable would be the serv- 
ice rendered to future generations of the Church! 


The material comprising this volume is not of ephem- 
eral interest. The directory feature, the names and ad- 
dresses, constitute the only part of the book to depend 
upon currency for its value; and even this feature will re- 
tain its census value. Much of the material, on the other 
hand, should grow in value with the coming years. The 
work is offered as a compendium of information not found 
elsewhere, a history, and the only census of education in 
the Church of the Brethren thus far prepared.

CliaeP LER 1 
Education in the Early Church 


Our educational history as a church abounds in par- 
adoxes. At the beginning of our history we were among 
the most ardent advocates of higher learning, and pos- 
sessed a liberal share of it in our own membership. We 
promoted educational institutions with an ardor that would 
do credit to any people. Later we descended to the op- 
posite extreme, and placed ourselves on record as opposed 
to all forms of higher education. After a while we began 
gradually to recover our pristine ardor for intellectual cul- 
ture, and today are again taking our place among the sane 
promoters of higher learning in this country. 


From the first the church was characterized by a depth 
of conviction and solidity of character that it has never 
lost. Its leaders were sturdy and substantial, sound in 
faith and conviction. They were conspicuous for their in- 
telligence and for their depth of piety. Among them were 
men of university training, and others who had acquired 
liberal culture largely through their own efforts.. Under 
the guidance of these men the church was prosperous. It 
possessed a liberal spirit. It pursued an aggressive policy. 
It organized the first Sunday-school in America. It pro- 
vided its members with the first: religious periodical in 
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this country. It was active in promoting evangelistic 
work. It had a pastoral system of caring for its members. 
Its leaders were men of ability and of the highest stand- 
ing. They gave prestige to the church by the force of 
their personality and character. 


The church was among the most aggressive, most 
spiritual and most liberal in the colonies. Relatively it 
possessed a prominence in the church life of the country 
that it has not equaled since. At this time it fostered 
education. It promoted common schools among all the 
people and encouraged higher learning. 


Alexander Mack had a richly-furnished mind. Prob- 
ably through his own efforts chiefly he became a specialist 
in the history of the religious movements of his time and 
in the interpretation of the Scriptures. Christopher Sower 
studied at a German university, and his naturally studious 
habits gained for him a vast fund of information. John 
Naas was a ripe scholar and represented the best culture 
of his day. Peter Becker possessed a fine personality, an 
unusual depth of piety, and fervency in prayer. The second 
generation of these church leaders received the best train- 
ing that the colonies of their day afforded. 


The second Christopher Sower was educated in the 
famous school of Christopher Dock in Philadelphia. The 
Christian character of this famous teacher, and the ex- 
cellent standing of his school, were doubtless determin- 
ing factors in its selection. Here young Sower studied 
with enthusiasm and wise application. He received a fin- 
ished German education, but was not restricted to this. 
He became a proficient English scholar, and when he re- 
turned to aid his father in his extensive business he was 
made the head of the English department of the publish-

ing house. Gradually he extended all phases of the splen- 
did plant his father had built up and became a fluent writer 
and speaker in both the English and the German tongues. 
He was a staunch supporter of education. He advocated 
the establishment of schools of all grades, holding that 
good Christianity as well as good citizenship is dependent 
upon general intelligence. 


At length an opportunity presented itself for him to 
show in a practical way his interest in higher learning. 
On December 6, 1759, a meeting was called at the home 
of Daniel Mackinet, in Germantown, for the purpose of 
considering the establishment of a high school for the edu- 
cation of young men. It was an enthusiastic meeting. 
Christopher Sower took a leading part in the discussion 
and urged the establishment of a school which should pro- 
vide as good educational advantages as were afforded else- 
where in the colonies. It was decided to establish a school 
of this kind. A committee of six was appointed to solicit 
funds for the purpose. Sower was one of these. He se- 
cured a fair proportion of the money required to start 
the enterprise, these contributions coming doubtless from 
his own congregation. He made a liberal donation to the 
school in his own behalf and more than doubled it in honor 
of his father. 


A meeting of the committee three weeks after its ap- 
pointment showed sufficient funds in hand to proceed with 
the work. A committee was now appointed to secure a 
suitable location for the school and to submit plans for 
buildings. Sower was made chairman of this committee. 
A school site was chosen near the center of the village of 
Germantown, and it was decided that the institution should 
be called the Germantown Academy. Plans were drawn 
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up providing for a large school building and houses for 
the masters or teachers. 


These plans were approved and the committee ordered 
to proceed with the construction as soon as the season 
permitted. This was the 8th of February, 1760. April 10 
the land was paid for and the deed executed. The corner 
stone was laid April 21. A year and a half was required 
for the erection of the building. It was dedicated in 
September, 1761, when the first session opened. 


The school was organized with a German and an 
English department. For the first session one German 
teacher and two 
English teachers 
were employed.

tions of the province, and after 160 years still has an hon- 
ored place among the old established seats of learning in 
Philadelphia. 


Christopher Sower had been elected a member of the 
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first board of trustees of the Academy, and for nearly 
twenty years was a member of this body. He served as 
president of the board five different terms for periods 
varying in length from one to four years, filling this re- 
sponsible position in all more than nine years. He was 
one of the leading spirits in promoting and advancing the 
work. In this institution his sons were educated and here | 
some of his cherished hopes were realized. There is no 
doubt but that his active interest in higher education was 
a reflection of the spirit of the church in his day. 


In these early days the Church of the Brethren was 
among the leading advocates of higher education in this 
country. Sower’s interest in promoting the intelligence 
of the people also took other forms. He used his printing 
establishment to this end. Besides publishing a secular 
paper, which had a large circulation from New York to 
Georgia, and which was conducted on a high moral plane 
and for the best interests and enlightenment of the people, 
he brought out the first religious magazine in America. 
And the remarkable thing about this is that there was no 
subscription price. He distributed copies generously 
among the people whom he desired to serve, without cost 
to them. All told, sixty-four issues of the spiritual mag- 
azine were published and distributed gratis. If Christo- 
pher Sower were living today he would be one of the 
strongest advocates of our church schools that the church 
could have. All of his efforts in his time were put forth 
in promoting enterprises which had for their object the 
ideals of our Christian educators of today. 


The Church of the Brethren at that time was an ag- 
gressive body, small in number, but generous in spirit. It 
stood for higher education, earnest evangelism, pastoral 
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care of churches, Sunday-school work, and sincere piety 
and devout living among its members. The church of 
today will do well to inform itself about the history of 
this early church and revive its spirit in our modern life. 


CHAPTER Ii 
The Eclipse 


The dark period that came as a result of the Revolu- 
tionary War I shall speak of but briefly,—only enough to 
show the gloom out of which came the educational revival] 
and the new day. Up to this time the Brethren had lived 
exclusively in eastern Pennsylvania and New Jersey, and 
sections closely adjacent. The Revolution had left the 
Brethren Church in chaos. Its members had suffered ter- 
rible persecutions.- Sower’s publishing house had been 
destroyed and the property confiscated. The good man 
was broken in spirit, and his death in 1784 left the church 
without a strong leader. The oath of allegiance required 
by the colony of Pennsylvania during the Revolution drove 
many of the members into other sections. So the church 
was scattered and its activities largely diminished. 

During the war a tide of migration set in towards 
Maryland, Virginia and Tennessee and another tide towards 
the Ohio, the Miami and the Wabash. They left all behind 
them in the interests of free conscience and religious lib- 
erty. They started life anew in a new land. The general 
effect of this migration was isolation and new environment. 
The regions in which these immigrants settled were fron- 
tier territory, either primzeval forest or virgin prairie. In 
either case life was different, attended with many hard- 
ships, inconveniences, dangers and hard work. They were 
busily occupied in subduing the wilderness, building them- 
selves homes, supplying their daily wants of food and 
clothing, and had little time for anything but providing 
the actual necessities of life. 
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Although thus separated and deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of communication that they had formerly enjoyed, 
we should not for a moment think there were no men of 
ability among them capable of carrying on the work of 
the church. Their environment had so completely changed 
that their problems were different and their efforts came 
to be differently directed. It must be said to their great 
credit that wherever they went into the wilderness they 
carried their religion with them. Frequently several fami- 
lies located in the same locality and their religious serv- 
ices were continued, for many years, in most places, in 
their own private homes. 


Strong preachers grew up among them who continued 
to carry the Word to others who knew it not, and in many 
places these horseback evangelists established churches 
among those who had never heard of our people or knew 
their doctrine. This very isolation had a tendency to 
change the manner of their religious exercises. It is not 
to be wondered at if discrepancies gradually manifested 
themselves in the remoter sections. There was no church 
paper; there was no regular means of communication or 
dissemination of the work of the church for the Brother- 
hood. The Annual Conferences continued to convene, and 
the leaders for the most part met from time to time, but 
the mass of the membership was cut off from contact 
with the church activities. 


It is not remarkable that in this period, with educa- 
tional opportunities very much restricted, the church came 
to look with disfavor upon extensive educational prepara- 
tion and higher learning. The church lost the aggressive- 
ness of its earlier years. The people became an agricul- 
tural and even a frontier people. They shunned the cen- 
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ters of population and even avoided the smaller towns and 
cities. The former liberality and aggressiveness gave way 
to literalism and formality, and in the course of a few 
generations the church was largely transformed. They 
lost their interest in higher education. They were out of 
touch with educational opportunities. They did not feel 
the need of it in the lives they were living. In their minds 
education’ was associated with oppression .and persecu- 
tion. 

At first their opposition was largely to a certain type 
of education, but a later generation did not make this dis- 
tinction. All education came to be regarded with sus- 
picion and associated with worldly vanity. As.a result, 
the church as a body lapsed into the condition where it 
opposed all forms of higher learning. During these years 
it put itself on record repeatedly, through its Annual Con- 
ference, reiterating this opposition. But three quarters of 
a century of such conditions could scarcely result other- 
wise. In their isolation their lives had become narrow 
and provincial. The church had lost vision and had be- 
come stereotyped in forms and customs. 


It was out of the darkness of this gloom that a ren- 
aissance of education in the church began, pointing to 
a better day. In.the next chapter we shall inquire into 
the means by which this change came about. 


CHAPTER Li 


The Revival of Educational Sentiment and Early Efforts 
to Establish Schools 


They were brave souls who before 1850 ventured into 
the field of higher education in the Brethren church. To 
do so was to go against the repeated advice of the church 
through her Annual Conference. But those who did thus 
venture were not disloyal. They loved the church and 
desired to obey her teachings. They felt within them- 
selves, however, promptings and impulses that beckoned 
to a larger world—a world of thought and contemplation, 
a world of ideas. And in their souls they knew that 
this was a legitimate field in which they might serve. 


Before the middle of the nineteenth century a -con- 
siderable number of our leading brethren had engaged in 
teaching in the public schools and had sought any oppor- 
tunity that presented itself to further their education. 
Among those who taught before 1850 were Henry Kurtz, 
Peter Nead, Isaiic “Price, Abraham Cassel, Daniel Hays, 
Jacob Miller, Peter R. Wrightsman, Enoch Eby, John Wise, | 
C. H. Balsbaugh, James Quinter, and others. It was these 
men and others that followed in their wake that became 
the promoters of higher education in the church about 
the middle of the century. 

One of the earliest of these was Jacob Miller, who 
after teaching with extraordinary success at different 
places for several years, established a school at Buffalo © 
Mills in Bedford County, Pennsylvania. Here in the sum- 
mer of 1852 he erected a building for the accommodation 
of his school. The structure was 36 by 50 feet and was 
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generously planned for a growing patronage. Its curric- 
ulum extended beyond the ordinary school but was re- 
stricted to English subjects. Besides a large local at- 
tendance a large number of students came from other sec- 
tions and boarded in the family. The school was pros- 
perous and popular from the start. It was in every sense 
of the word a success. But its career was short. By in- 
cessant labor and overwork Brother Miller’s health gave 
way in the spring of 1853, and his untimely death the follow- 
ing summer brought to an abrupt end, at the close of the 
first year, the enterprise that had been so successfully 
launched. 


The next effort was made near Broadway in Rocking- 
ham County, Virginia. As Brother Miller’s was a one 
man enterprise the Virginia movement was a community 
affair. In the fall of 1857 a meeting of citizens was called 
for the purpose of considering the propriety of providing 
better educational facilities for the neighborhood. The 
project was met with favor. The matter was freely dis- 
cussed and committees were appointed to solicit funds and 
report plans for a suitable building. The institution was 
to be known as the Cedar Grove Seminary. The building 
for its accommodation was erected the next year. It was 
about 32 by 40 feet and a more imposing structure than 
any other school building then in the vicinity. 


The enterprise was promoted by such men as Elder 
John Kline, John J. Bowman, Daniel Miller, John Zigler, 
and David Bowman. The school was intended to meet 
the educational needs of the community, and therefore 
was not restricted to the Brethren. The trustees for a 
number of years, however, were practically without excep- 
tion all of our own people. On the 26th of February, 1859, 
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Elder John Kline attended a meeting at which John J. 
Bowman, John Zigler, and Daniel Miller were elected di- 
rectors. While the management of the school was in the 
hands of the Brethren, in order to secure properly quali- 
fied teachers it was necessary to go outside of the church. 
The curriculum was of academy grade and was restricted 
to the English language. 


While these first two efforts at Buffalo Mills and at 
Broadway were English schools of academy grade, the 
time had come for a_ broadening of 
the curriculum. In the spring of 1861 
S. Z. Sharp purchased the school plant 
known as the Kishacoquillas Seminary 
in Mifflin County, Pennsylvania, the 
school having failed under its former 
management. Here he taught a spring 
term, from April to June, and con- 
ducted the school some five years after 
this. It grew and enjoyed a liberal 
patronage among the Brethren of 
Middle Pennsylvania. Besides English 
branches, the higher mathematics, the 
sciences, Latin, Greek, and German 
were taught. It aimed to give a finished education of sec- 
ondary grade besides preparing for college. The complete 
course was planned to admit a student to the sophomore 
year of the colleges of that time. This was the first school 
among the Brethren to offer work of college grade, the 
freshman year being included with the academy course.

About the same time the Brethren of Southern Ohio 
undertook the establishment of an academy at New Vienna. 
Here also a school property came on the market and a 
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number of the Brethren, realizing the importance of hav- 
ing schools of our own, bought it. 
They secured Brother James Quin- 
ter to take charge of the school and 
organize the work. In the fall of 
1861, with the aid of six other teach- 
ers, the academy began its first ses- 
sion. The work met with favor and 
there was a reasonably satisfactory 
patronage. But these were... war 
times and many difficulties arose to 
hinder the work.. Sentiment for 
higher education: was as yet meager. 
After three years of persistent ef- 

James Quinter fort the academy closed its doors for 
At about 40 yrs. of age Want of sufficient support. This, like 
Kishacoquillas Seminary, was planned as a real academy in 
whose curriculum foreign languages, advanced science and 
mathematics were included. 


This was followed by an effort still more ambitious—. 
the first attempt among the Brethren to establish a col- 
lege. At Bourbon, Imtliana, a céllece had failed. Ihe 
Brethren of the community became interested and were 
anxious to secure the property for the chureh, so they 
brought the matter to District Meeting. Meanwhile the 
citizens of Bourbon proposed to donate to the church the 
college grounds and buildings on condition that the church 
would establish a first-class institution of learning. and 
continue it at Bourbon. The District Meeting by practical- 
ly a unanimous vote of the delegates accepted the proposi- 
tion and authorized the opening of the school. Money was 
at once solicited for the purpose of putting the plant in 
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order as additional buildings and equipment were needed. 
Quite a large number of the Brethren in Indiana and Ohio 
supported the enterprise, some of them having such faith

in it as to invest their entire fortunes. The institution was 
known as Salem College. It was extensively advertised as 
of equal rank with the best colleges of Europe and Ameri- 
ca. An interest in its behalf was created among our people 
such as none of our earlier efforts enjoyed. Oliver W. 
Miller, who had been associated with Brother Quinter at 
‘New Vienna, was elected president of the college. Jesse 
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Calvert was president of the board of trustees. Besides 
offering a college course it provided for an academy, a 
commercial school, a school of music, and a school of paint- 
ing. The work was begun auspiciously in the fall of 1870. 
Difficulty however arose, followed by legal entanglements, 
and after four years of strenuous effort to build up a col- 
lege the promoters were compelled to allow the property 
to lapse to its former owners. This experience cost the 
church a good deal of money. A number of those who had 
fostered the project lost their entire fortunes and had to be- 
coin life anew. 


Probably encouraged by the apparent success at Bour- 
bon and undaunted by difficulty, the Brethren of Western 
Pennsylvania called a meeting in the winter of 1872 for the 
purpose of organizing a school of higher learning. It con- 
vened at Martinsburg, Blair County. It was decided to 
establish a school. Berlin, in Somerset County, was chosen 
as the site of what was to be known as the Brethren High 
School of Berlin. It was usually referred to, however, as 
Berlin College and was to be distinctly a Brethren school. 
Only Brethren who were in full standing in the church 
were eligible to the office of trustee or teacher. The Bible 
was to hold an important place in the curriculum, and the 
distinctive features of the church were to be observed by 
managers and teachers in their personal appearance. A 
vigorous campaign was begun to raise funds for the insti- 
tution. One hundred thousand dollars was to be secured 
before the enterprise started. H.R. Holsinger and S. Z. 
Sharp were the leading solicitors. At first subscriptions were 
received rapidly, $20,000 being raised in about ten days. 
Then contributions came with greater effort. At the end 
of two years the fund had finally grown to $60,000, but by 
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this time all visible means of support were exhausted and 
the project had to be abandoned. 


It was evident that the promoters had undertaken too 
much. And it was so understood by some of the sub- 
scribers. On one occasion the solicitor approached two 
Brethren who were not in full sympathy with advanced 
educational work. After hearing the plans patiently and 
learning that $100,000 would have to be raised before any 
money was to be paid over one. of the two wrote his name 
for a very liberal subscription. The solicitor was surprised. 
But he understood better when the subscriber handed the 
paper to his companion saying in German, “ Subscribe 
liberally, Brother, you will never have to pay.” The church 
was not yet ready to support education on this scale. 


After these two ambitious efforts at Bourbon and Ber- 
lin educational enthusiasm assumed a more modest form. 
In the spring of 1874 Lewis Kimmel and Howard Miller be- 
gan a school near Elderton, Pennsylvania, at the Plum 
Creek Church. It was known as the Plum Creek Normal 
School. Opening with three students it soon grew, and in 
the course of the first year its enrollment reached nearly 
a hundred. While the school was in the hands of able in- 
structors and received a good share of patronage, difficul- 
ties of different kinds came upon it so that after four years 
it had to be given up. 


In 1871 J. G. Royer moved with his family to Burnetts- 
ville, in White County, Indiana, to become principal of the 
high school. This position he held with great credit to him- 
self for four years. During this time there gradually grew 
up a demand for work beyond the public school curriculum. 
Professor Royer supplied this demand by giving work ofa 
distinctly professional character in addition to the regular 
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course. Altho carried on in connection with the public 
school work this professional work was separate from it 
and was recognized as a separate institution. It was known 
as the Burnetts Creek Normal. The Bible was given a 
prominent place in the curriculum and the professional 
character of the work gave it a dignity not enjoyed at that 
time in any other institution in that section of the state. 
After Professor Royer’s departure to other fields of labor 
the work came to an end. . This kind of work could not yet 
support the teacher and his family, and as other places 
offered better opportunities for public school work the 
Burnetts Creek Normal closed because of the lack of sup- 
port. 


Thus failure followed failure for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, but the advocates of education were undaunted. But 
were these unsuccessful efforts failures? By no means. 
The schools failed but the efforts lived. The promoters of 
these educational enterprises were among the most en- 
lightened element of our church membership: They were 
independent thinkers, men of vision and hope. They were 
the prophets of their day, leading the church into a fuller 
light. But like their predecessors of old they received for 
their unselfish service the opprobrium of their Brethren, 
neglect, distrust, and criticism. Feared by some, mistrusted 
by many, they went on their quiet way unappreciated, lay- 
ing broad and deep the foundations of a larger intelligence, 
a wider vision, a deeper spirituality in the church. 


CHAPTER hy 
Our First Successful Schools 


After many years of trial and failure the friends of 
education had at last fanned the breezes of educational 
sentiment among us until it burst into a steady flame, 
capable of supporting an educational enterprise and help- 
ing it to live. And notice on how modest a scale the work 
began: three students and a teacher in an upstairs room 
fourteen feet square. At first the school barely ventured 
to give itself a name but later announced itself as the 
Brethren Normal School, located at Huntingdon, Penn- 
sylvania.

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This was the humble origin of Juniata College in the 
spring of 1876. The Brumbaugh brothers, H. B., J. B., 
and Dr. A. B., were the early promoters of the enterprise, 
and Jacob M. Zuck was the first teacher. At the outset

The time had at 
last come when 
there was enough 
educational senti- 
mem “aniong the 
Brethren to support 
a school. Juniata 
was the first of our

But before the 
fate of the Huntingdon experiment could be known 
educational sentiment had _ crystallized in northern 
Ohio, at Ashland. In 1878 steps were taken to or- 
ganize a college. Twenty-eight acres of ground were 
secured for a campus toward the purchase of which the 
citizens of Ashland contributed $10,000. Buildings cost- 
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ing more than $50,000 were erected. When school opened 
in September, 1879, much of the money needed to pay for 
the excellent equipment was still to be provided. But the 
work met with every encouragement. 5S. Z. Sharp was 
president. During the first year about one hundred stu- 
dents were enrolled. The second session opened with 187 
students. Then difficulties arose, personal, financial and 
legal. The president resigned. The vice-president, J. E. 
Stubbs, a Methodist minister, now became the real director 
of the school. Under his administration the session was 
closed. During the next summer, 1880, the trustees elected 
Elder R. H. Miller as president. The year was spent 
largely in the field molding educational sentiment in the 
church. In this capacity he rendered the institution valu- 
able service. He was unanimously elected for another year, 
but resigned in 
December, 1881, 
because of grow- 
ing unrest and 
Hicsaitisiactiom.

the Brethren Founders of Mt. Morris College 
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Several weeks before Ashland College opened its doors 
to students Mount Morris College began its first session. 
For the launching of this enterprise credit is due M. S. 
Newcomer. The Rock River Seminary had failed, and its 
excellent property was offered at a sacrifice price. Brother 
Newcomer purchased the property, disposing almost in- 
stantly of a third interest to J. W. Stein and a third to D. L. 
Miller. The work started most hopefully. The first year 
the enrollment reached 149 and the second year, 217. But 
Mount Morris, too, had to have its measles and whooping 
cough. After the sensational departure: of J. W. Stein 
for Europe D. L. Miller administered the college for three 
years as president and business manager. Under his lead- 
ership the work revived and grew. In 1884 J. G. Royer 
became president and under his able administration the 
institution was soon established in the confidence of the 
brotherhood and began its career of usefulness. 


Our next school enterprise was in Virginia. In the 
fall of 1880 D. C. Flory organized the Spring Creek Normal 
and Collegiate Institute. After two 
sessions this was incorporated as the 
Virginia Normal School and its lo- 
cation changed to Bridgewater. A 
large brick building was erected for 
its accommodation and the school 
was for the first time housed in a 
home of its own. Professor Flory 
remained at the head of the school 
for six years. It grew slowly but 
steadily, encountered its reverses but 
| ; increased in favor and influence un- 
— til 1888 when the enrollment reached

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161. The next year a new charter was secured which or- 
ganized the institution as Bridgewater College. 


Thus inside of four years, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois 
and Virginia were each provided with a Brethren school 
of higher grade which had come to stay. 


Since these are the first distinctly Brethren schools 
to survive (The Germantown Academy was never a Breth- 
ren school as such but is of interest chiefly as showing the 
attitude of the early church toward higher education), 
and since it was eight years before another one of our 
schools came into existence, Juniata, Mount Morris and 
Bridgewater colleges must be considered as the first suc- 
cessful educational enterprises of the Church of the Breth- 
ren. As Ashland College soon passed out of the control 
of the Brethren further reference to it need not be made 
Were. Ac™to tie offier 
three, however, some ad- 
ditional facts must be re- 
garded in place.

require his presence in the school, so his work as presi- 
dent was largely that of building up educational sentiment 
in the church. He remained at the head of the institution 
for nine years, to the time of his death, which occurred at

Brother Quinter was succeeded in his office as presi- 
dent by Elder H. B. Brumbaugh who had for some years 
been one of the editors of the Gospel Messenger. For the 
next six years he remained at the head of the institution. 
During practically the entire administration of both 
Quinter and Brumbaugh as presidents, Prof. J. H. Brum-

baugh served as principal of the school and had the direct 
responsibility of administration. During these years the 
school gradually grew in prestige and favor and came to 
have a definite place in the thought of the church. 


In 1894 Dr. M. G. Brumbaugh was elected president of 
the college, after which its curriculum was expanded and 
a new era of building began. In 1896 the charter was 
amended and the institution organized under the title 
Juniata College. During the first twenty years of its his- 
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tory, therefore, the school was run on the basis of a normal 
school. Now the curriculum was extended and a full col- 
lege course was offered. Juniata graduated its first col- 
lege class of one in 1897. For several years Dr. Brum- 
baugh administered the college in person and gave his 
time and abilities to building up the institution. He re- 
mained its president until 1911, but about 1901 I. Harvey 
Brumbaugh was associated with him as acting president 
and direct administrator of the college affairs. 


In recent years the curriculum has been further ex- 
tended to include a school of theology. This includes the 
regular divinity course, also courses in religious educa- 
tion and Christian workers’ training. 
The college has also provided a two- 
years pre-medical course and a four- 
years course in home economics, in 
addition to the regular college work 
leading to the B, Avama B. S. degrees. 


The trustees have gradually built 
up a good material equipment which 
is valued at $260,000, and have secured 
interest-bearing endowments to the 
amount of $322,000 and non-interest 
beariig securives@to the valtie of 
about $180,000. The entire resources 
of the institution aggregate about

$800,000. 


Juniata has an excellent library of some 28,000 volumes. 
The nucleus of this comprises about 11,000 volumes of the 
original Cassel collection. It has also the private collec- 
tion of Elder James Quinter, comprising about 1,000 vol- 
umes, chiefly in the field of theology and biblical exegesis. 
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The books are substantially housed in a beautiful brick 
building provided by Mr. Andrew Carnegie. 


The college has sent to the foreign mission field 21 
of its alumni and has had two others under appointment. 
It has a large number filling pastorates of churches in 
Pennsylvania and other states. An able faculty is main- 
tained and a liberal patronage is enjoyed. The academy 
was organized in 1921 on an independent basis with a 
faculty, government and administration of its own. 


Mount Morris College was for twenty years under 
the direction of Elder J. G. Royer as president. His strong 
personality and power of leadership 
were potent factors in establishing 
the institution in the confidence of 
the brotherhood. During his admin- 
istration two large buildings were 
erected, a dormitory for ladies and 
College Hall, which became the ad- 
ministration building and includes a 
large chapel where the Mount Mor- 
ris congregation has since worshiped. 

Professor Royer was an able 
school administrator, firm, positive 
and strong, and what is still better, 
aaysjuet and fair. He was great- 4- G Sever B¥aut lm 
ly beloved by the students under his care. Under his ad- 
ministration Mount Morris College came to be a powerful 
influence, especially in the west central section of the 
brotherhood. 


On Professor Royer’s retirement from the presidency 
in 1904 J. E. Miller, an alumnus of the college who was at 
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that time teaching in the preparatory school of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, was elected president of the college. He 
served the institution for eleven years in this capacity. A 
large, modern gymnasium was erected in 1908. In 1912

left uninjured. Steps were imme- 
diately taken to restore the building, 
which was done. It was rebuilt of 
steel and reinforced concrete, deco- 
rated with Corinthian columns and 
is today one of the best, most beau- 
tiful and best appointed buildings of 
any of the colleges belonging to the 
church. Immediately following, a 
dormitory for young men was built. 


Mount Morris has today an 
equipment valued at $285,000, en- 
dowments aggregating $225,009, and 
since 1919 has 


acquired two farms valued at $99,000, 
thus making its total resources about 
$609,000. Its equipment consists of 
five large buildings on ‘a_ beautiful 
campus. It has an able faculty of 21 
members. 


Mount Morris has always had a 
strong missionary spirit. Our first 
missionaries to the heathen, Wilbur 
B. Stover and wife, are graduates of 
Mount Morris, and to date it has 
sent more missionaries to the foreign

It was found to be in advance of the educational demands 
of the church at that time, and so the institution was re- 
duced to junior college grade and only two years of college 
work offered. This was called the seminary course. Later 
it reinstated the full college curriculum and graduated its 
first college class in 1904. It has always given the Bible 
a prominent place in its teaching and has in recent years 
offered the full divinity course leading to the B. D. degree. 
For a number of years it has had a strong department 
of agriculture and has conducted an agricultural experi- 
ment station under the direction of the state.

The college has a valuable library. In its early history 
it received by donation of Abraham Cassel the larger part 
of his celebrated collection comprising about 20,000 vol- 
umes. Other valuable additions were made from time to 
time. More recently Elder D. L. Miller donated his excel- 
lent private collection comprising more than 4,500 volumes. 
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The library contains all told about 34,000 volumes and is 
adequately housed in Old Sandstone.

When Bridgewater College was 
rechartered in 1889 its status was 
changed from a normal school to 
that of a college, and it seemed just 
on the verge of launching out into a 
larger field. But the same year the 
new charter was received the college 
building was destroyed by fire. This 


seemed like an irreparable calamity. But temporary ar-

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rangements were made, other buildings provided, and the 
work went on. The curriculum was expanded offering the 
full liberal arts course. Two years later, in June, 1891, 
three young men were graduated 
from the full four-year college 
course with the B. A. degree. This 
was the first class to finish the full 
college course in any of the Breth- 
ren colleges. 

During these early years of 
struggle and toil, George B. Hol- 
singer and S. N. McCann, each in

president of the college and served 
f it in this capacity, until 1910. Dur- 
S. N. McCann about 1997 Ing these years the institution was 
gradually put upon its feet. For some years a debt had 


been accumulating on the property which by 1894 had 
grown to such proportions as to threaten the life of the in- 
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stitution. To liquidate this debt now became imperative. 
As an evidence of the faith the trustees had in the cause 
they served it is due them to record that they out of their 
own pockets subscribed more than half the entire indebt- 
edness before asking anyone else for a contribution. To 
secure the remainder they prevailed upon Professor Mc- 
Cann to make a canvass. With tremendous effort he fi- 
nally succeeded in raising the rest of the money and the 
college took a new lease of life. 


It gradually grew in favor during the ensuing years 
and about 1904 a campaign of building was begun. Dur- 
ing the next six years four substantial brick buildings be- 
sides a central heating plant were erected, which, in ad- 
dition to those formerly provided, gave the institution a 
substantial material equipment. During his administra- 
tion President Yount rendered the college a large service. 
He not only contributed generously to its constant need 
of funds but also deserves great credit for his skillful guid- 
ance of the institution through a 
period of wavering standards and 
fluctuating educational sentiment. 

On the retirement of President 
Yount from the college in 1910 John 
S. Flory was elected president. Dur- 
ing the nine years of his administra- 
tion educational standards steadily 
advanced. The college work grew 
rapidly, both in numbérs and in in- 
fluence, and in 1914 the college was 
ee, fully accredited by the State Board

college. In 1917 a campaign for endowment was begun 
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which has been carried on with interruptions since and 
has netted about $370,000. The material equipment is 
valued at $245,000. These, with funds already in hand for 
building purposes, make the total resources amount to 


about $629,000. 


@n) the retirement of President 
Flory in 1919 Paul H. Bowman was 
elected president and has shown 
splendid ability as a college admin- 
istrator. In the first two years of 
his administration he increased the 
endowments of the college more 
than $150,000 and buildings have been 
erected aggregating a total cost of 
about $65,000. 

New departments have also been 
added to the curriculum. On the 
Samuel M. Bowman foundation a de- 
partment of agriculture and a de- 
partment of household economics have been organized. For 
the development of the former a farm of about 100 acres 
adjacent to the college has been purchased and up-to-date 
equipment has been installed. It 1s rapidly being made a 
model demonstration farm. A large model barn was com- 
pleted in 1921. A pre-medical course of two years has also 
been added. 


The college is well organized and maintains a strong 
faculty. The academy has been separated from the college 
and organized as an independent unit with its own faculty, 
government and administration. N. D: Cool is principal.

The college has educated hundreds of ministers, many 
of whom are pastors and elders of churches in many states. 
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It has sent 21 missionaries to the foreign field and has fur- 
nished educational leadership to many parts of the brother- 
hood. It was the first of our schools to develop the full 
college course. 

Thus these first three colleges of the church have 
acquired material resources valued at more than $2,000,000, 
have educated hundreds of ministers, have given 81 mis- 
sionaries to the heathen, about three-fifths of all the church 
has sent out, and are touching in a vital way every year 
the lives of nearly a thousand of the young men and 
women of the church. And what they have done and are 
doing is being duplicated in kind in all the rest of our 
institutions of learning. 


CHAPTER V 
Our More Recent School Endeavors 


After the first three schools were established and 
were well settled in the routine of their work, an interval 
elapsed before another effort in this line was made. With 
the exception of the Mountain Normal School started by 
John B. Wrightsman at Hylton, Virginia, in 1882 and 
abandoned four years later, eight years passed by between 
the founding of Bridgewater and McPherson Colleges. 
But now a remarkable activity in starting schools began. 
During the last decade of the nineteenth century ten schools 
were started, an average of one for every year. I shall 
now review these and the later efforts briefly but as fully 
as space will permit. 


McPherson College began as a District enterprise. In 
fact several Districts of Kansas united in the undertaking. 
The movement was formally launched at the Ottawa Con- 
ference in 1887. A locating committee selected McPher- 
son as a suitable location for the school. This was done 
because of its favorable geographical location, its good 
railway facilities, and also because the town offered attrac- 
tive inducements in the way of securing land for a building 
site. A large dormitory was erected and an administra- 
tion building begun. The school opened with S. Z. Sharp 
as president in September, 1888. 

These were boom times, however, and much of the 
financial support upon which the enterprise depended failed 
to materialize. Consequently the college had a hard 
struggle for a good many years. With great labor and 
much sacrifice, C. E. Arnold, S. B. Fahnestock, Edward

Frantz, H. J. Harnly and others devoted themselves to 
its upbuilding and support. The extent of their sacrifices

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But in spite of many discouragements the school grew 
and enjoyed a liberal patronage. The administration build- 
ing was completed in 1898. C. E. Arnold succeeded Pro- 
fessor Sharp as president in 1896. For the next six years 
he directed the destinies of the struggling institution with 
great wisdom and ability until he fell a victim to cancer 
of the stomach in the. vigor of his manhood. 


He was succeeded by Edward Frantz in 1902. During 
the eight years of his presidency he gave his abilities un- 
stintingly to the welfare of the college, serving both as 
administrator and as teacher. At length the load became 
too heavy and his health gave way in 1910 so that he was 
compelled to a long rustication on his orange plantation 
in Southern California. During these years several ad- 
ditional buildings were added to the equipment and the 
work was otherwise strengthened. 


During the next four years the college was admin- 
istered successively by S. J. Miller, one year, John A. 
Clement, two years and H. J. Harnly, one year. D. W. 
Kurtz became president in 1914 and has since given his 
splendid abilities to the development of the institution. 


Within the last few years several new buildings, in- 
cluding a central heating plant and a splendid science hall, 
have been erected and a successful campaign for endow- 
ment completed. The college is at present engaged in 
making further additions to its endowment funds. It en- 
joys a liberal patronage, having enrolled during each of 
the last several years more than five hundred students. 
It conducts a summer term which is growing in attend- 
ance each year. 


The college plant comprises eight large buildings on 
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a campus of ten acres. The grounds and buildings are 
valued at $183,000. It owns two farms valued at $96,000 
and has about $270,000 in endowment funds. This makes 
the total material resources of the institution about 


$550,000. 


The curriculum was put on a college basis almost 
from the start. The first graduate from the college re- 
ceived his diploma in 1894, only six years after the institu- 
tion opened its doors. 
The college has pre- 
pared a large num- 
ber of missionaries 
for the foreign field. 
But it is impossible 
tO give ‘the exact 
numbers from the 
more recent schools, 
as it was easy to do 
in the case of ous 
older colleges, be- 
cause in recent years 
it has been customary 
for many of our for- 
eign volunteers to 
study in two or more 
of our institutions. 


McPherson has a large field and a large opportunity, 
and it has used both well. 
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Two years after McPherson 
opened its doors I. N. H. Beahm 
began a select school in the homes 
of B. F. Nininger and J. G. Layman 
in Botetourt County, Virginia. This 
was in the fall of 1890. After the 
first session the school was extended 
to become a neighborhood enterprise 
and a building was erected for its 
accommodation. Trustees were 
elected and the school was chartered 
as the Botetourt Normal School, 
which has grown into the present 
Daleville College. 
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I. N. H. Beahm 


Professor Beahm was succeeded in the presidency by 
D. Newton Eller in 1894. After three years of service he 


was succeeded by L. D. Ikenberry 
and J. Z. Gilbert successively, each 
for a term of three years. In 1903 
Professor Eller again became presi- 
dent and served continuously until 
1911. To him is due much of the 
credit for keeping the work going. 
During his term of office several new 
buildings were erected and the begin- 
nings of an endowment fund were 
made. 

B. F. Nininger and T. C. Denton 
were faithful financial supporters of 


D. Newton Eller, about 1910 the institution in the early years. 
And the college realized a substantial addition to its en- 
dowment funds from the estate of Elder Denton at his 


death several years ago.

On the ere of President Eller’s health and ie con- 
sequent retifément in 1911, T. 5S. 
Moherman was elected president. 
Under his leadership the enrollment 
has increased and the work other- 
wise developed. — 

The school enjoys a_ peculiarly 
rural environment and is entirely 
apart from the distractions incident 
to town and city life. It offers ‘two 
years of college work in addition to 
the regular academy course and work 
in commercial branches, music, and 
domestic science. 

T. S. Moherman The grounds and buildings are 
valued at $60,000 and endowments to the amount of about 
$111,000 have been secured. The total resources of the 
institution are estimated to be worth about $184,000. Dale- 
ville has prepared numerous young people for service in 
the church, and one has gone to the mission work of India. 


President Moherman was absent on leave during the 
session of 1920-21 when the college was administered by 
Earl E. Speicher, acting president. 


After this individual undertaking in the east the Breth- 
ren in the far west decided the next year to have a school 
in their midst. David Kunz, Henry Kunz, Daniel Houser, 
and Samuel Overholtzer purchased a large hotel property 
in Lordsburg (now La Verne), California, and transformed 
it into a school. Encountering many difficulties. at first, 
the work in recent years has grown decidedly in favor. 
The school has an ideal environment. Situated in the 
orange belt of Southern California, with magnificent moun- 
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tains in close proximity, a salubrious and healthful climate, 
it has become a sort of center for tourists and has attracted 
to itself many people from the eastern states who thus 
become patrons of the school.

The work has naturally grown slowly. But as the tide 
of migration to the far west increases with the years the 
constituency of the institution as 
constantly increases. The first build- 
ing served all the purposes of the 
college until 1918. At that time a 
new site was secured and an excellent 
new dormitory for girls was erected. 
This building is of fire-proof con- 
struction and finished in white stucco 
with red tile roof, which, in the midst 
of the perennial green: around it, 
gives a charming appearance. 

In recent years the college has

After a lapse of four years two schools were started 
in 1895. For several years there had been a strong desire 
on the part of some brethren in Indiana for a school in 
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that state. Different towns were bidding for it and offer- 
ing inducements. At North Manchester, it was discovered, 
the United Brethren had started a school a few years be- 
fore and were about to discontinue 

it. They had one good building and 
a well located campus of ten acres. 
Negotiations were entered into with 
Rev. D. N. Howe, the president, and 
the entire equipment was purchased 
by the Brethren. 

In the fall of 1895 the school 
began its first session under the di- 
rection of the Brethren Church. E. 
S. Weumewwasepresident. The at- 
tendance was good and the outlook 
encouraging. The next year another E. S. Young in 1920 
large building was erected. This was the Bible School. It 
was intended to make Bible teaching a chief feature of 
the work. Two years later, in 1898, a Ladies’ Home was 
built.

ade the college has developed rapidly. A heating plant, a 
gymnasium, a Science Hall, and other buildings were added 
from year to year and in 1920 the large Administration 
Building, nearly 300 feet 
long, was dedicated with 
appropriate exercises. 

The curriculum in- 
cludes in addition to the 
usual college and acade- 
my departments, work in 
agriculture, home _ eco- 
nomics, music, art, busi- 
ness and education. The 
college has conducted a 
summer term for a num- 
ber of years. This work is largely of the normal type and 
is adapted to the needs of teachers in the public schools. 
This feature of the work has grown 
until the summer enrollment num- 
bers 400, almost as large as the en- 
rollment of the regular session. 

In resources the college has also 
grown rapidly. Besides large sums 
of money for building purposes the 
college has raised an endowment 
fund aggregating $208,000. Its 
grounds, buildings: and equipment 
are valued at $275,000. Other re- 
sources in hand make the total value 
of the college property ahout, »

$528,000. College Since 1900 
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Manchester has been characterized by a strong mis- 
sionary spirit. Students have been active in social and 
religious work in the vicinity of the college and in 1918 
a mission chapel was erected largely by their efforts at a 
place where they had been working. A considerable num- 
ber have offered themselves for the foreign mission field, 
but as many of these have studied in others of our institu- 
tions also the number cannot be given. 

Menchester serves a larger con- 
stituency of the church. than any 
other offe of our colleges. It ‘has 
the largest summer term and the 
largest total enrollment among our 
church schools. 

In 1695 James M. Neff, 'N. R. 
Baker and others organized a stock 
company with the hope of attracting 
people to the south. Some 3,000 
acres of land were purchased in Ala- 
bama upon which two seats of learn- 

Otho Winger ing were to be established under a 
common organization—Citronelle College at Citronelle, and 
Fruitdale Academy at Fruitdale. These were to be educa- 
tional and industrial centers from which the large tract 
of land was to be developed. The academy was opened in 
1896. The work was chiefly of elementary grade, includ- 
ing some high school work. The next year the college was 
opened twenty-two miles further south. But it was a col- 
lege only in name. The work was of elementary gyade, 
to which was added a commercial course. At first the work 
promised success, but the colonization efforts did not suc- 


ceed and both schools were soon abandoned. 
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This enterprise is interesting and perhaps typical of: 
the spirit in which at least some of our educational en- 
deavors were undertaken. Education was the nucleus 
about which were grouped the practical objectives of better 
farming, better standards of living, higher ideals, a whole 
gospel, a higher civilization. May it be that much of our 
educational zeal of a generation ago was characterized by 
a finer missionary spirit than we have sometimes credited 
it with? 

‘ In 1897 a school property at Plattsburg, Missouri, came 
into the hands of some of the Brethren who opened it for 
students in the fall of the same year, with@ae 2 "sa@erp as 
president. The work started with decided promise. . The 
first year 106 students were enrolled. Increasing patron- 
age demanded larger facilities and a new building was 
erected. But discord arose about the management of the 
school. After running several years it closed its doors 
because of seemingly insurmountable difficulties. 


In 1898 the Brethren in eastern Pennsylvania, feeling 
the need of a school of their own, 
called a meeting at Reading to con- 
sider the matter. It was decided that 
a school should be established and 
a committee was appointed to find 
a suitable location. A year later the 
committee reported that Elizabeth- 
town had been selected for the loca- 
tion of the school. In July, 1900, 
work on the first building was begun. 
The first session opened November 
13th of that year. 


G. N. Falkenstein was the first G. N. Falkenstein 
about 1905 
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principal. From the beginning the school grew steadily 
but constantly. In 1904 I. N. H. Beahm became president. 
The steady increase ‘of patronage 
made more room necessary and in 
1906 a second large building was 
erected. 

Professor Beahm was succeeded 
by D. C. Reber in 1907, first as act- 
ing president for three years, then as 
president until 1917. Under his ad- 
ministration the work was securely 
established. Sentiment favorable to 
education increased and friends were 
won to the support of the work. 

D. C. Réber On the retirement of Dr. Reber 
in 1917 H. K. Ober was elected president. During his in- 
cumbency the college has made splendid advancement. Two 
additional buildings have been erected and a successful en- 
dowment campaign has been completed. The grounds and 
buildings are estimated to be worth about $180,000 and 
interest-bearing endowments have been secured to the 
amount of $225,000, the total resources aggregating slightly 
more than $400,000. 


The college enjoys a good patronage which is grow- 
ing from year to year. For many years the trustee body 
was elected by the contributors to the school, but in 1917 
the property passed into the hands of the Eastern and 
Southern Districts of Pennsylvania which thus became 
joint owners of the institution. Each year finds a good 
percentage of ministers in the student body, and the col- 
lege has sent its liberal share of workers to the foreign 
mission field.

Elizabethtown College has a numerous and able con- 
stituency and consequently large opportunities. Professor 
Ober resigned from the presidency 
in the spring of 1921 and was suc- 
ceeded by J. G. Meyer, under whom 
the college has made rapid growth. 

In 1899 the Smithville Collegiate 
Institute was begun at Smithville, 
Ohio, with Quincy Leckrone as presi- 
dent. The next year D. D. omiler 
was associated with the work.. The 
school offered collegiate, normal and 
Biblical work. But difficulties arose 
and after three years the project was 
abandoned. 

i Gi Naper In the spring of the same year 

. the Eastern District of . Maryland 

took steps to organize a school in its | 
territory. The matter was brought 
to District Meeting and approved. A 
committee was appointed which lo- 
cated the school at Union Bridge. 
William E. Roop was president. The 
first session began in temporary 
quarters on November the first and 
a total enrollment of 5/7 was reached. 
This was regarded as successful and 


plans were laid to provide the school % 
a home of its own. “ 


A beautiful location on the south ©. ct Gee 
side of Union Bridge was selected. 
Here two substantial buildings were erected in the summer 
of 1900. A charter was secured incorporating the school as 
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the Maryland Collegiate Institute. When the school moved 
into its new quarters in the fall William M. Wine was 
president. 


The school grew from the start 
both in numbers and Gir faver. A 
new charter was secured in 1910 
which changed the name to Blue 
Ridge College. Since that time the 
full college course has beem offered. 
The school was steadily advancing 
with bright prospects when an un- 
expected difficulty 
ancse. A lamee 
cement plant lo- 


cated near the 
ba oa a oat, college. The dust, 
smoke and noise made proper school 
conditions impossible. It became 
necessary to find a new location. 

After careful investigation the 
trustees two years later purchased 
New Windsor College only four 
miles distant. This plant at that time 
comprised a beautiful campus of 38 Jetar J. Jann 
acres, a large, substantial school building, besides several 
small buildings. Since moving to New Windsor the college 
has added three excellent buildings and remodeled Old 
Main. The school is beautifully located and comfortably | 
and adequately housed with an excellent equipment. 

The grounds and buildings are valued at $170,000: En- 
dowments to the amount of $81,000 have been secured. The 
total resources are estimated to be worth about $267,000. 
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The school has prepared numerous young people for the 
ministry and other useful callings and three of its alumni 
have entered the foreign mission service of the church. 

The college is accredited by the 
state of Maryland and receives from 
the state each year $5,000 for schol- 
arships. It has had frequent changes 
in its administrative head. The fol- 
lowing have served as _ presidents 
since the retirement of W. M. Wine 
in 1912: Charles D. Bonsack, John J. 
John, Paul H. Bowman, Frank F. 
Holsopple, and Ross D. Murphy. J. 
Maurice Henry became president in 
1922. , 

The third school enterprise for J. Maurice Henry 
the year 1899 was at Brentsville, Virginia, where'I. N. H. 
Beahm opened a school in a suite of buildings formerly 
used as the seat of government for Prince William County. 
It was known as the Prince William Normal School. It 
ran for several years when difficulties of different kinds 
seemed to make it expedient to close the school. 

Canton College and- Bible School was started in 1904 
by E. S. Young, T. S. Moherman and others at Canton, 
Ohio. The school was well located and offered promise 
of success. To many this seemed the opportunity for 
northeastern Ohio to recover something of what it had 
lost in Ashland College. The district was solicited for 
funds with which to erect a building. The solicitation 
met with a liberal response. An excellent building was 
erected and the prospects for the school were bright. The 
Brethren: felt that they were at last to have a school in 
their midst owned and controlled by the church. Professor 
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Young was president. It was planned to make Bible teach- 
ing a strong feature of the school. But before the work 
was well started misunderstandings and difficulties arose, 
legal and personal, and before the end of the third session 
the president closed the school. 

In 1905 Albert C. Wieand and Emanuel B: Hoff began 
the first session of Bethany Bible School in Chicago. The 
work began in a small way in the home of Brother Hoff 


The First Home, on Hastings Street, Chicago 
on Hastings Street. Only twelve students were enrolled 
the first term, but the work grew. When the Hoff home 
could no longer supply the needed accommodations the 
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school was moved into the mission church near by. This 
too was at length overrun, so the promoters began to take 
steps to provide a permanent home for the school. In 
1908 an entire city block was purchased on West Van Buren 
Sittect. | 


Plans for building were begun at once, and the first 
building was dedicated in 1909. But the school continued 
to grow and more room became necessary. In 1913 a 
large fireproof building, four stories high, was erected. 
This is used chiefly for a dormitory for single students. 
But class rooms and a room for the library and a tempo- 
rary chapel were provided in the basement. After this 
building was erected the first building was changed into 
an apartment house for families attending the school. A 
third large building was added in 1918. This also consists 
of apartments for married students. Plans for other build- 
ings are in hand. 

From the beginning it has been the purpose of the 
promoters to make this a distinct Bible school in which 
definite class instruction is supple- 
mented by practical Christian work 
in the city. The school maintains 
several missions in the city where 
the work is carried on chiefly by 
students under faculty direction. 


The curriculum has grown with 
the needs. The school now offers a 
full theological course for ministers 
leading to the B. D. degree and 
shorter courses for Sunday School 
teachers and other Christian work- 


ers. From the small beginning a= > 
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the enrollment has grown in recent years to over 300. 


The material equipment of the school is valued at 
$212,000 and it has interest bearing endowment to the 
amount of. about $47,000. Other securities p Omg the total 
of its assets to about $425,000. 


The school has consistently restricted itself to Biblical 
and religious instruction. The seminary course has in 
recent years attracted a considerable 
number of college graduates from 
our various colleges. Fifteen of the 
graduates have gone as missionaries 
to foreign countries, besides a large 
number of others who ‘have studied 
in several of our church schools. 

From the beginning the school 
has been directed by A. C. Wieand, 
president, and E. B. Hoff, associate 
president. 

‘Tite Berean Bible Schoo! . was 

E. B. Hoff, about 195 conducted for several years in Los 
Angeles, California. Some of the members of the East Los 
Angeles church began work among the Chinese of the 

city and established a mission among them. In time some 
of these were converted and joined the church. It was 
felt that educational opportunity should be offered these 
converts, with the idea of preparing them to be missionaries 
to their own people. It was also felt that the Chinese 
quarter of the city would serve as an excellent laboratory 
for practical work for young people while they were se- 
curing their education. 


D. W. Crist was for several years in charge of the 
work, with S. G. Lehmer as. president of the board of 
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trustees. For a while the work attracted considerable at- 
tention, and Conference recognition was at one time sought. 
The school was well housed in a substantial brick building, 
but the patronage was never large and funds for the sup- 
port of the work were lacking. The project declined and 
was finally abandoned. 


Hebron Seminary Building 


Hebron Seminary, at Nokesville, Virginia, was begun 
by I. N. H. Beahm and others as a private enterprise’ in 
1908. It was thought of as a sort of resuscitation of the 
Prince William Normal School with a change of location. 
It offered elementary and high school work and gave in- 
struction in the Bible, music, etc. Later W. A. Myers 
was principal for several years. As a private enterprise 
it was difficult for the school to maintain itself. A few 
years ago the Eastern District of Virginia took it over 
and has since directed it through a board of trustees. 
About the same time Franklin J. Byer became principal. 
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During the last few years the school has enjoyed substan- 
tial growth. Steps are on foot to effect a closer organiza- 
tion with Bridgewater College, in whose territory the 
school is located. Steps have also been taken to standardize 
the school as an Academy under the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The Seminary fills a real need in the Eastern District. 
It has brought educational opportunity to many fine young 
people and touched their lives in a 
helpful way. It has a promising out- 
look and deserves the patronage and 
support of its constituency. F. J. 
Byer resigned the principalship in 
1921 and was succeeded by William 
H.. Sanger. 

Without any thought of being 
exhaustive this is enough to show 
the current of our educational en- 
deavors in» recent years. There is 
no doubt that a genuine educational 

William H. Sanger revival has again taken hold of the 
church. From our former lethargy we have come to be 
educational enthusiasts. Out of the multitude of efforts to 
establish schools, less than a dozen have: survived. These 
are a rich heritage. And we will do well to foster them 
and make them the constructive agencies in our church 
life that they ought to be. 


CHAPTER VI 


Conclusion 


To the casual observer it is clear that there are several 
stages in our educational renaissance. At first the schools 
were largely individual enterprises—the work of an indi- 
vidual or small group of individuals who had seen the 
ereater light. The rank and file of the church looked on 
with grave suspicion. And not infrequently it was thought 
to be the part of church loyalty to speak out openly in 
opposition to the schools. To silently endure them with- 
out antagonism was nearly the same as to openly advo- 
cate them. 

A little later the schools were looked upon as a sort 
of necessary nuisance that had to be endured. It was rec- 
ognized that we had the schools and in all probability 
would keep them, and that it was useless to oppose them. 
If the schools could get along, well and good, but we did 
not want to be asked for money to support them. To 
many of us the schools were business enterprises: they 
should either maintain themselves or close. If we sent 
our children and paid our modest bills when presented, we 
were giving the schools generous support. 

Later still we were able to see more good in the 
schools. We recognized that those who had been to “ col- 
lege” had something the rest did not have. We liked to 
hear a college man preach. We thought education was a 
good thing, but one should be careful not to get too much 
of it. Education was still education, however, anda school 
was a school. We did not make fine distinctions. But 
somehow or other, the boys and girls must go to school a 
while. It did not matter what they studied or whether 


®) 
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they finished a course or not, but they must go to. school. 


It is only in recent years, however, that the church 
has begun to understand her schools. In fact we are just 
beginning to realize that our schools are fundamental to 
all our church activities, and that without them our mis- 
sions abroad and our most constructive work at home 
would be impossible. This consciousness of the real place 
our schools occupy in our church life has brought about a 
radical change. Instead of hindering or ignoring, the 
church has thrown her fostering arms around her schools, 
is giving them encouragement and support, and is trying 
to make them able to do the work they ought to do. 


But to summarize in a statistical way may make the 
matter clearer. It is more than three score years since 
the beginning of our educational renaissance. In about 
seventy years we have started thirty-five schools, one for 
every two years during more than half a century, and yet 
some of our people have told us that we do not believe 
in education. All of our efforts prior to 1874 failed. Of 
the schools started since 1888 more than half have failed. 
Of those begun since the close of the nineteenth century, 
three-fourths were destined to. the same fate. In this re- 
markable exercise of educational zeal, often misdirected, 
Pennsylvania was the chief offender, followed by Virginia 
as a close second. Then follow in succession Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Alabama, Kansas, California, Maryland, Missouri 
and the rest. 


The church had at length received a surfeit of schools, 
and the thought began to prevail that the church would 
better direct its efforts towards developing those it had, 
than to think of starting others. So since the turn of the 
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century the energy of the church, as regards education, 
has gone out chiefly in other lines. 


When we finally came to ourselves and realized that 
we had more schools than the church was supporting, and 
that it was futile to think of projecting others, there was 
a decided feeling for a time that some system of coordi- 
nating or merging our institutions should be devised, and 
in fact an effort or two of this kind was made. But the 
experiments proved unsuccessful. Schools, like individuals, 
have their local ties and associations. To move an insti- 
tution bodily involves difficulties of various kinds, legal 
as well as sentimental and those of a more personal nature. 
One expedient, however, that has been talked of but never 
seriously attempted, is that of coordinating two or more 
of our institutions in adjacent territory under a common 
organization. There is reason to believe that such a merger 
would result in economy of administration as well as pres- 
tige, especially to the weaker school. 


But the most important matter confronting the church 
just now, in the further development of her educational 
work, is determining the status of our various schools. Of 
the ten: schools under Conference supervision all but 
Bethany Bible School are recognized as colleges. And it 
appears evident that all are trying to be standard colleges. 
The majority of them have been recognized as. standard 
by the various State Boards of Education. But even the 
older and stronger of them are scarcely able as yet to 
qualify for admission to the various Educational Associa- 
tions. With more than a half million in resources each, 
they can not meet the minimum requirements. To be 
at all comfortable in the Associations each school will 
have to double its holdings at least in the very near future. 
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This will place a heavy financial burden upon the church. 


But even if we could equip our colleges, there would 
still be the question whether we need them or not. During 
the session of 1920-21 we enrolled in our nine colleges 1,179 
college students. According to the standards accepted by 
the Association of American Colleges an efficient college 
must have at least 400 college students. On this basis we 
do not have now enough students in our nine colleges to 
niake three efficient colleges. To hope for a large increase 
proportionately over our present enrollment is to hope 
against fact. We are now supporting our educational in- 
stitutions in proportion to our membership about as liber- 
ally as any other body of Christian people in this country. 


It is evident that a small denomination of 100,000 mem- 
bers does not need nine standard colleges. There is un- 
doubtedly a useful place for each of our schools, if we 
can correlate and adjust them to our needs, so as to dis- 
pense with the unnecessary overlapping. To find the best 
way to do this is one of the most important educational 
problems now before the church. But there is sufficient 
wisdom in the church to solve it. The fine spirit of co- 
operation and mutual interest that has existed in recent 
years between those who work in the schools and those 
who work in the local churches assures this. All want 
what is best for the whole church. In this spirit the 
matter will be dealt with and settled. 


It is almost remarkable how the schools and the 
churches have grown together in the last dozen years. And 
a large share of the credit for bringing about this result 
is due the General Educational Board. Created in 1908 
as a sort of regulating agency, the Board has in recent 
years gradually discovered and created for itself a field 
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of direct usefulness, which is making it a positive construc- 
tive agency in our church life. During the last two

decades the problem of support for our schools has been 
a matter of the greatest concern and the greatest impor- 
tance. 

Under the direction of the General Educational Board 
several things of vital interest have been accomplished. 
The Board has brought about a better understanding be- 
tween the leaders of our educational work and the general 
membership of the church. It has helped the church at 
large to see what the schools are doing for the church, and 
that all the highest interests of our denominational life 
are wrapped up in our schools. The Board has also helped 
our educational administrators and teachers to appreciate 
more fully the view point of our church membership, so 
that the two have gradually worked together until mutual 
understanding and confidence prevail. With this under- 
standing and appreciation of our school efforts the church 
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has loyally rallied to the support of our colleges. The col- 
leges have tried to serve the church, and the college people 
have made large sacrifices for her cause. Together they 
have made an inestimable contribution to our church life. 
The church has at length recognized this. She appreciates 
her relation and recognizes her obligation to our educa- 
tional institutions, and is meeting the obligation with a 
generous response. |

Two industrial schools have recently been launched 
under Brethren supervision, one of them in the mountains 
of Virginia and the other near the Mexican border in Texas. 
The following letters from the respective heads of the 
schools will serve to show something of the purpose, work, 
and needs of these institutions : 


Church of the Brethren Industrial School 


3435 W. Van Buren St., Chicago, 
June 8, 1923. 
My dear Brother Cable: 
Yours of May 23rd reached me this morning at Chicago, and 
I shall hasten to reply. 

I began work in Greene 
County,. Virginia, in the sum- 
mer of 1908, spending twelve 
weeks there in General Mis- 
sion work. — Returning to 
Bridgewater College, I com- 
pleted my course there, and 
went back to the mountains 
to teach in the public schooi. 
I taught thirteen sessions. In 
the meantime I worked among 
the mountain people, in the 
homes, teaching domestic sci- 
ence in the practical way, 
nursing, cooking, sewing, etc. 
I had charge of the church 
services, conducted the funer- 
als, and like duties. 

In the fall of. 1920 the 
Home -° Mission Secretary 
visited this field and made in- 
vestigations. From that time 
on, the General Mission 
Board began to consider an 
Industrial School for the

School mountain children. 


fs EDUCATIONAL BLUE BOOK 


In March, 1922, a farm of 350 acres was purchased. The first 
building was erected and a term of nineteen and a half weeks was 
taught. The name “Church of the Brethren Industrial School ” 
was given at once. The General Mission Board has had two 
members on the Board of Directors and the Eastern Diettict of 
Virginia three members; but a change will be made. The Board 
will consist of two members from the General Mission Board, one 
from the Eastern District of Virginia, and two from the Sisters’ 
Aid Society. 

The General Mission Board has been financing the. enterprise 
since the farm was purchased. The Sisters’ Aid Society is back 
of it with $12,000 per year for three years. .

Brethren Industrial School for Mexicans 


Falfurrias, Texas, 
May 30, 1923. 
Dear Brother Cable: 


Your letter is received, and I shall answer your questions as 
best I can. | 

The Brethren Industrial School for Mexicans was opened Janu- 
ary 1, 1923. Plans were started three years previously, but other 
things interfered, such as the China famine, so that we did not get 
started. Starting the school they lay to me: but .1 think the 
District of Texas and Louisiana did it. 

It is owned by the District of Texas and Louisiana, and is an 
industrial school. Elementary school is conducted in the fore- 
noon, and in the afternoon industrial school ‘through all grades 
to the ninth. In other words, it is a mission school. We have 
more than we can do with our means, and to hear them beg to 
be taken in touches a tender spot. The harvest is ripe ! 

Some say that we are not Catholics because we know no better. 
One of our pupils said the priest told her it was a great sin to 
read the Bible.’ Our worst enemies are the Americans who do 
not want the Mexicans educated so that they can cheat them. I 
could tell you much that is going on, and the falsehoods told on 
the Mexican, but will leave off here. If only the Brother could 
see and know what I have seen.

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Explanation of the Biographies 
Form and Organization 

A categorical form is used for the biographical sketches. This 
form eliminates opinion, with which it is so easy otherwise to 
inflate a volume.: It also avoids what might easily become a 
monotonous literary style; and it saves much valuable space. 

A biography consists of seven divisions, in the following order: 

1. Nate. 

2. Personal, family, church information (facts regarding birth, 
parentage, marriage, and church relations). 

School history. 

Occupational history. 

Side activities, avocations, and special remarks. 

Membership in organizations other than church membership. 

7. Address. 

An exception to this order occurs in the case of additional in- 
formation in some of the biographies, inserted after the bulk of the 
material had been put into type. In such instances the added 
information precedes the address.

Name 

Effort has been made to give the full name of each person. 
The surname is set in “caps,” as is usually one given name also, 
while the remainder of the name appears in small letters (“Caps 
and lower case”); e. g, SMITH, JOHN Henry. 

The names set in blackface type, like the foregoing example, 
represent graduates of a four-year college course. All other names 
are set in Roman type; e. g, SMITH, JOHN Henry. 

In instances where the full name has not been supplied a dash 
follows the initial, e. g, ADAMS, R A (see page 119); 
while a period following an initial, e. g, BLOUGH, JACOB M. (see 
page 137) means that the name is complete as it stands. 


Personal, Family, Church 
The mother’s maiden name is inclosed in parentheses. 
Dates given in connection with permanent church offices refer 
to the date of installation or ordination unless otherwise indicated. 


School History 
The addresses of Brethren educational institutions are not given 
in the biographies, while it is the intention to include such data 
for other institutions. Addresses of the former may be found 
by consulting the “Chronological Index of Brethren Institutions 
of Learning.” | 
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Educational institutions of which the subject of the sketch 
is a graduate are set in “caps and small caps,” e. g., Mount 
Union Coirecer, Alliance, Ohio (see biography of Howard Lee Alley, 
page 119). Thus, in the biographical sketch just. referred to, 
Howard Lee Alley, is not a graduate of Bridgewater College 
Academy, which is set in “caps and lower case,” but is a graduate 
of the college department, which is set CoLLEce. 


The date immediately preceding an academic degree is the 
year in which the degree was conferred, unless otherwise indicated. 


Titles of theses for the Bachelor’s or minor degrees are not 
included. 


Occupational History 


When a person has followed the same profession or occupa- 
tion in two or more places successively, the name of the profes- 
sion or occupation is not repeated. 


A dash following the date for a position or occupation means 
“to date;” i. e., that the individual in question has held the position 
or occupation continuously from the date given to the time the 
information was submitted to the editors. 


Address 
The addresses given are forwarding addresses, from which mail 
will be most certain to reach the individual. Temporary addresses 
are also given occasionally, when deemed advisable; but in most 
cases when one is located at other than his permanent forwarding 
address, his temporary address may be determined by reference 
to his present employment. 


Credit for Biographical Information 


In instances-in which the biographical information was furnished 
by other than the subject of the sketch, the name and address of 
the informant are given in parentheses at the close of the sketch.
